THE GARDEN. 


We extract the following remark* upon 


care for tlio Garden from the Farmer's 
Guide. A work whose Scientific accuracy 
and practical value make it a desirable 
Encylopedia for every Farmer whether he 
seeks more knowledge of Agriculture or 
rules of practice in cultivating the soil: 


"Whenever a laboring man can procure a 


small plot of ground for his own cultivation 
no labor that he expends will afford him so 
much gratification. 
It is not to be expect- 


ed, however, that a. last? for gardening 
should become very widely diffused, until 
the farmers themselves, as a class, show 
more interest in the subject than they do at 
present. In travel'' ig through our country 
villages, we here and there see a nr.tly- 
kept garden, with a fine show of ff •'. rrd 
.flowers, and bearing evidence of (•••=-•. Jut 
the great majority of the so-cai'ci gardens 
are neglected looking places, wtere, m the 
early part of the seas KI ore planted a. lew 
potatoes, squashes, a; J beets, some hills of 
sweet corn, and perhaps a root or two of 
til!! and fennel. Here and there may per- 
lu|;s be seen a few common lilies or poppies, 
memorials of some transtitoiy visitor, or 
of some passing hour of floral enthusiasm. 
Towards the close of summer, the weeds, 
which were at first partially kept down, 
obtain the advantage, and finally become 
the prominent feature of these gardens. 
It 


is actually !he case, that the inhabitants of 
many country villages can scarcely be said 
to enjoy the luxuries of the country. Their 
strawberries, raspberries, peaches, plums, 
jrapes&c., are neither so fine^soabnnden', 
lor so cheap, as in the large cities. There 
ire hundreds of farmer's families where 
rait, excepting apples, and perhaps wild 
jerries, is almost unknown. 


This is simply because they will not de- 


vote the small amount of time that _ is re- 
quired for the cultivation of good fruit. 
It 


s astonishing how little exertion is neces- 
sary. : three or four hours each week, early 
n the morning or part at dusk, will keep a 
family amply supplied with delicious fruit, 
thus adding most materially to comfort and 
attractions, of their home. " Even if profit is 
the only object, a small space of ground 
carefully cultivated in fruit will pay better 
than many a large farm, exhausted by con- 
stant drafts upon its resources with small 
returns. I have seen farmers in the-coun- 
try who had large, rich gardens, neglected 
and overgrown, eagerly paying handsome 
prices for fruit to some one who had the en- 
ter jriseto pursue a different course, and at- 
tend to a species of cultivation "which they 
.probably, considered beneath them, or had 
not sufficient energy to undertake.
